denly at a hotel here from heart fail­ 
ure superinduced by cardiac asthma. 
H e was seventy years old. 


The justice, who came here on Ju ly 
I, wars in his usual health before re­ 
tiring and had taken his customary 
evening outing on the board walk. 
Shortly 
after 
midnight 
he 
com­ 
plained of feeling ill and although his 
physician, Dr. Ruffin, who arrived from 


Washington, was 
immediately 
sum­ 
moned, Justice Lurton died in a few 
hours. 
H is wife and son 
“(arace H. 
Lurton, Jr., of Nashville were at the 
bedside. 
The body will be taken to Clarks­ 
ville, Tenn., for interment. 
It was at 
that city that Justice Lurton began 
the practice of law and lived 
for 
twenty years. 
Funeral services will 
be held there on Wednesday. 
Chief 
Justice W hite and several associate 
justices of the United States supreme 
court, as well as many friends of the 
late associate justice from different 
parts of the country, are expected to 
be present. 
Justice Lurton was born at New­ 
port. Ky., in 1844. 
He was educated 
In the public schools, Douglas univer­ 
sity and Cumberland ut versify and 
served three years in the Confederate 
arm y. 
He was appointed chancellor 
of the Sixth chancery division of Ten- 
Lessee by Governor Porter in 1874 to 
fill a vacancy and in 1876 he was 
elected without opposition to the same 
position. 
Later he was judge of the supreme 
court of Tennessee and in 1893 was 
chosen chief justice of that tribunal. 
H e was appointed circuit judge for 
the Sixth judicial district of the U nit­ 
ed States by President Cleveland the 
same year and was appointed by Pres- 
Ident Taft to be associate justice of 
the 
supreme 
court 
of 
the 
United 
States In 
1909, taking the position 
Jan . 3, 1910.

WAS PAROLED BY LINCOLN 


Justice Lurton Captured by Federals 
During Civil W ar. 


Washington, Ju ly 13.— News of the 
death of Associate Justice Lurton of 
the supreme court at Atlantic City 
was received with profound sorrow by 
the friends and associates of the jus­ 
tice in ” *,mhington. 
The shock was 
tempered, however, b 
the knowledge 
that had been general for months that 
the justice was extremely ill and that 
the inevitable might be expected at 
any time. 
Justice Lurton was attending the 
county schools when the C ivil war 
began. 
Though only seventeen years 
old he enlisted in the Confederate 
arm y and became a trooper under the 
famous General Morgan. 
Three years 
later he was captured and imprison­ 
ed. 
A personal appeal by his mother 
to President Llnocln brought about 
his release on parole and when the 
w ar closed he was studying law at 
Cumberland university. 
He graduat­ 
ed in 1867 and began practicing law 
in Tennessee. 


THREE DIE IN SEA COLLISION 


Steam er Cuts Coal Laden Schooner in 
a Fog Off Cape Cod. 


Boston, Ju ly 13.— Captain John H. 
Thomas of the f|ve-masted schooner 
George P. Hudson and two seamen 
lost their lives in a collision between 
the schooner and the coastwise steam­ 
er Middlesex in qf fog off Cape Cod 
Saturday night. 
The schooner, which 
was laden with coal bound from P h il­ 
adelphia to Boston, was nearly cut in 
two and sank within 
five minutes 
after the collision. 
The Middlesex, bound from Boston 
to Norfolk without a cargo, put back j 
into port with nine rescued seamen i 
from the schooner aboard, bringing I 
the first news of the disaster. 


Washington, 
Ju ly 
13.— Secretary 
Bryan issued a statement defending 
the proposed treaty to settle differ­ 
ences between the United States and 
Colombia over the separation of Pan- 
aama. 
The treaty has met vigorous 
opposition in the senate and former 
President Roosevelt has attacked it 
as

for the 
payment 
of 
“ blackm ail.” 


Mr. Bryan declared that it is neces­ 
sary to discuss only the fact that an 


estrangement 
exists 
and 
not 
the 
events which gave rise to the dif­ 
ferences; 
and 
that 
regardless 
of 
whether Colombia has a just griev­ 
ance against her more powerful neigh­ 
bor, no one w ill deny that the former 
country sustained great financial loss, 
co n sid erab ly more than the $25,OO0r 
OOO which the United States would 
pay 
under the treaty, through the 
J separation of Panama. 


As to the expression of regret on 
the part of the Am erican government, 
to which opponents of the pending 
convention offer their bitterest objec­ 
tion, the secretary said this is almost 
identical with a sim ilar expression in 
the 
Du 
Bois 
memorandum 
on 
the 
basis of which the Taft administra­ 
tion unsuccessfully sought to placate 
Colombia. 
“ Before the separation took place 
this 
government 
offered 
Colombia 
$10,000,000 for the canal route and 
$250,000 
a 
year 
for 
one 
hundred 
years,” Mr. Bryan said. 
“ This an­ 
nuity might be capitalized at about 
$7,500,000, so that this government’s 
estimate of the loss suffered by Co* 
lombia could not be less than about 
$17,500,000. 
But that estimate was 
made upon the supposition that Colom­ 
bia would retain the state or depart­ 
ment of Panama.

have given to Colombia not only the 
value of Panama, but the incidental j 
benefits to be derived from proximity j 
to the canal.

“But we have a later estimate to 
consider, namely, that placed upon 
the loss by the preceding adm inistra­ 
tion. 
W hile there is a dispute as to 
whether Mr. Du Bois exceeded his

without granting any privileges what­ 
ever. 
This question while unauthor­ 
ized could not but create in the minds 
of the people of Colombia the idea 
that this government was willing to 
go further than its formal offer.”

It is the intention of senators who 
w ant to talk about Colombia and Nica­ 
ragua in the open to introduce aud talk 
upon resolutions and thus get before 
the public their views as to these pend 
ing treaties.

H is wife and son

The body will he taken to Clarks­ 
ville, Tenn., for interment. 
It was at 
that city that Justice Lurton began 
the practice of law 
and lived 
for 
twenty years. 
Funeral services w ill 
be held there on Wednesday. 
Chief 
Justice W hite and several associate 
Justices of the United States supreme 
court, as well as many friends of tho 
late associate justice from different 
parts of the country, are expected to 
be present. 
Justice Lurton was born at New ­ 
port, Ky., in 1844.

During Civil War. 


Washington, Ju ly 13.— News of the 
death of Associate Justice Lurton of 
the supreme court at Atlantic City 
was received with profound sorrow by 
the friends and associates of the jus­ 
tice in 'N Ellington. 
The shock was 
tempered, however, h

the justice was extremely ill and that 
the inevitable might be expected at 
any time. 
Justice Lurton was attending the 
county schools when the Civil war 
began. 
Though only seventeen years 
old he enlisted in the Confederate 
arm y and became a troojier under the 
famous General Morgan.

“Other parties who had succeeded In 
cutting their way were overtaken and 
either captured or killed if they put up 
a fight.” 
Of the loss in killed and wounded 
sustained by the Constitutionalists Mr. 
Flare said that be could not talk intel­ 
ligently because of the lack of facts 
and figures on which to base a state­ 
ment. 
He was loud In his praise of General 
Villa’s hospital service and said the 
wounded on both sides were given 
splendid cart* as rapidly as they could 
lie brought to the hospital trains while 
the battle was in progress or to the 
hospitals In Zacatecas after the occu­ 
pation.
